Lamedo’s Hidiculous Pamphlet. 

Castro’s attitude is reflected in a pam- 
phiet just issued through one of his ad- 
visers, Colone] Juan Bautistia Lamedo, 
in which plans for sending 30,000 Ven- 
ezuelans against New Orleans are dis- 
closed. The pamphlet urges the public 
to avenge the insults offered to Venez- 
uéba by the Americans and declares the 
fnvasion of the Mississippi valley would 
be the most effective means of curbing 
the power of the United States. 

The following is an extract from the 
pamphlet:

Steel Trust Assigns Cause as Genera] 
Business Depression. 

New York, March 16.—President Corey, 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
published today for the 67,500 share- 
holders of the company the annua] re- 
port for the twelve months ended De- 
cember 3! last, showing a decrease of 
$92,167,000 in gross earnings compared 
with the corresponding period of 1903. 
By decreasing operating and general ex- 
penses, depreciation and improvement de- 
ductions and passing the dividend 
the common stock in January, the final 
surplus for the year showed a decrease 
of only $7,300,000. Through fhe canver- 
sion of the 7 per cent preferred stock 
into 5 per cent bonds, $5,184,000 was 
caved in dividend payments. In his re- 
port Mr. Corey says: 

“The depression in the iron and stee! 
trade which, in common with al] other 
Iines of business, took place during the 
summer of 1903, continued until the 
late fal] of 1904. In the latter part of 
the year 1904 there was a marked 
crease in the volume Of business received 
and this revival was continued. The ton- 
nage of unfilled orders on the books De- 
cember 31, 1904, was 4,696,203 tons, ot 
all kinds of manufactured products, in 
comparison with 3,215,123 tons at the 
close of 1903.

democrats. 

The nine democratic committeemen 
presented a report declaring that Pea- 
pedy had failed to prove his electicn, and 
recommending dismissal of the contest.

The Germ of a Great~ Idea. 

One of the most promising educa 
tional innovations: which has come 
under our purview in recent months 
is the corn growing contest inaugurat- 
ed in Newton county, this state, a few 
weeks ago by Professor W. L. Weber, 
of Emory college. As outlined in The 
Constitution several days ago, prizes 
have been offered for the best grades 
and cultural methods of producing 
‘corn, the contest being open to all 
pupils in the common schools of New- 
ton county, the decision to be reached 
approximately the 15th or 20th of 
August. 

Following are the conditions under 
which the competition will be open to 
applicants: 

1. He must be a student in good stand- 
ing.in any of the Newton county schools. 

2. He must serid in his certificate at a 
fixed date. 

3. The contestant may choose any spot 
of land in the county for cultivation. 

4. He may cultivate any area of land 
rhe sees fit. 

5. The contestant is not allowed to re- 
ceive any assistance, but must himself 
do the entire work of cultivation. 

6. He may select any ten ears of corn 
out of his entire patch as.a representa- 
tive. 

State School Commissioner Merritt 
has expressed his unqualified appro- 
bation of the enterprise, as have many 
of the far-seeing -planters and public 
men of Newton and continguous coun- 
ties, 

The logic back of the movement is 
not confined to a demonstration of the 
productivity of Georgia soil, the uses 
to which corn may be put or the furn- 
ishing of a superior grade of seed to 
the planters of the state, although all 
these motives are excellent ones. 
The dominating idea is to instill such 
a knowledge and aptitude for agricul- 
ture in the minds of the embryo far- 
mers of Newton, that they will be ade- 
quately equipped to pursue farming 
on a@ remunerative and scientific basis 
at that future day when they shall 
inherit the privileges and the respon- 
sibilities of manhood. 

The promotors of this contest could 
not have chosen a more fortunate 
commodity than corn for the purpose 
of inculcating their theories. The 
exigencies of the market make that 
staple more valuable by 17 cents 4 
bushel] in the south than in any other 
section of the country, and Georgia 
has a broad and fertile belt which can 
profitably engage in the cultivation of 
corn. The latter has undoubtedly 
been neglected as a money crop in the 
too-eager production of cotton and the 
promulgation of information tending 
; to show the comparitive ease ani 
| cheapness with which it is grown and 
‘the steadily available market for its 
disposal must tend to increase the 
agricultural assets of this section. 

One of the most vital results of the 
current contest, however, is the fol- 
lowing eminently thoughtful senti- 
ments it drew from Commissioner 
Merritt: “I am highly pleased with 
the idea and promise to give it my 
hearty support in Newton county. If 
it proves a success there, I will intro- 
duce like contests in many of the 
schools over the state. I THINK 
OUR SCHOOLS SHOULD PAY 
MORE ATTENTION TO AGRICUL- 
TURE AND I KNOW OF NO FINER 
WAY TO BETTER THE CONDI- 
TION OF OUR FARMERS AND IM- 
PROVE OUR PRODUCE THAN BY 
BEGINNING SUCH CONTESTS 
AMONG OUR SCHOOL CHILDEBEN.” 

The Constitution wishes that coun- 
ty school commissioners, member 
of the legislature, the professional 
custodians of our educational methods 
and all thinking men interested in the 
greater development of Georgia and 
the symmetrical prosperity of its peo- 
ple could read and ponder that por- 
tion of Mr. Merritt’s interview capital- 
ized in the preceding sentence. In- 
‘contestably, our present common 
'schoo] system throughout the rural 
district is an excellent and well- 
founded one and there can be no valid 
complaint against the thoroughness 
with which it is administered. As 
The Constitution has contended on 
innumerable occasions, however, one 
of the pressing needs of our educa- 
tional system of today is the wide- 
spread adoption of practical industria) 
methods. 
| The rudiments of education must 
|not, of course, be neglected. A 
knowledge of reading, writing and 
arithmetic and their concomitants is 
indispensable and we would not seek 
to disturb the balance as it exists in 
this respect.. If, after being thor- 
oughly grounded, the ambitious or 
well-to-do scholar aspires to a higher 
literary or academic training, there 
are several well equipped colleges in 
the state capable of meeting his re. 
quirements. But the son of the aver- 
age planter, after acquiring a fair 
proficiency in the fundamentals men- 


culture with only the tuition which he 
‘ean gain from a busy, pre-occupied 
father who perhaps himself has had 
|to depend on haphazard and desultory 
|instruction for his own cultural lore. 
_ In the meantime science and in- 
| vention are progressing apace, farm- 
ing is being vastly simplified and yet 
complieated, methods are being al- 
most revolutionized—and the man 
|who has been unable to keep abreast 


‘but in the discharge of that share in 
the genera] development which is au- 
tomatically alloted to each inhabitant 
of the state. 

The Constitution has long realized 
the keen necessity of a remedy for this 
condition. The germ of that remedy 
appears to us to lie in the commen- 
datory remarks of Professor Merritt. 
What stands in the way of slightly 
extending the curriculum of the coun- 
ty school as now operated by the 
state to include certain elemental 
agricultural branches? By this is not 
meant only the installation of expen- 
sive machinefy and experimental ap- 
pliances for the teaching of agricul-

Through the universal adoption of 
such contests as that now proceeding 
in Newton county, their adaptation to 
other items than corn, occasional ad- 
dresses to the scholars on agricultural 
topics by expert and wide-awake prac- 
tical farmers and the utilization of 
such simple field work and demon- 
stration as is easily comprehended by 
the youngest pupils, the present em- 
phatic value of our county schools 
could be vastly enhanced. 

The subject is a large one and can- 
not be amplified or well set forth 
within the confines of one newspaper 
article. We commend it in its crude 
shape and its economy of application, 
however, to the reflection of Commis- 
sioner Merritt and all those patriotic 
Georgians whose sympathies are deep- 
ly enlisted in planning for the work of 
tomorrow as well as for that of today.

The investigation of the water works 
department of the municipality will be 
resumed this evening at 7:30 o’clock in 
the council chamber at city hall. All 
members of the water board will be pres- 
ent, The meeting will be presided over 
by President Frank P. Rice. 


The feature of the investigation this 


evening will be the taking of testimony. 
\Fifty witnesses have been subpenaed by 


Colonel] Park Woodward, general man- 
ager of the water works system, Among 
them are all those who have testified be- 
fore the council committee on water 
works and all who have served as mem- 
bers of the board of water commission- 
ers during the nine years that Colonel 
Woodward has been superintendent and 
general manager. The principal charge 
against Colonel Woodward is that he has 
used $242 worth of labor during his term 
of service. 

The first session of the board of water 
commissioners as a committee of investl- 
gation was held last Monday night. At 
that time organization was effected and 
the preliminary work of the investigation 
was completed. Captain W. C. Massey 
was made officia]) stenographer, the 
answer of Colonel Woodward to the 
charges of the committee on water works 
was read, and an effort was made to dis- 
qualify Mayor James G. Woodward from 
sitting with the board as a member of the 
committee of investigation. The effort to 
disqualify the mayor was unsuccessful for 
the reason that City Attorney James L. 
Mayson ruled that no member of the 
board could be disqualified for any cause. 

After determining these matters and 
completing all work except the hearing 
of testimony, the board adjourned until 
tonight, the lapse of time being request- 
ed by Reuben R,. Arnold, one of the at- 
torneys in the case, who was forced to 
leave the city on legal business. 

The meeting tonight will probably be 
well attended, as some interesting eévi-

RAIDON SUNSET MOUNTAIN — 
ENDS IN ATLANTA COURTS 


ENBRALLY it is a far cry from 
ex busy, hustling, selfish streets 
of Atianta to the mountains and 


valleys of north Georgia, but yesterday 
was the exception, and for a few long 
hours the fourth floor of the federal 
building was peopled with men and one 
woman whose ways are the ways of 
country roads and bridle paths, and 
whose laws are those of their own and 
their neighbor’s making. 

Inside the closed doors there was that 
hushed and monotonous hum that is ever 
the song of the court room. Upon the 
bench, Judge Newman presided, while 
just below a jury Hstened to witness 
after witness. The prisoners were not 
murderers or thieves or anything of that 
sort. They were mountaineers, great, tall, 
strong-looking men, sitting quiet but ill 
at ease, as was proved by the constant 
shifting of their eyes the while they 
watched the faces of the judge and jury, 
hoping to learn the message that must 
mean so much to them and to their 
families. 

Outside the court room in the long 
stone-paved hall were other mountaineers 
and one woman. For the most part they 
stood together in little groups and talked 
ever so quietly, but with that Interest 
that lives even more in the peculiar 
light of the eye than it does in the ex- 
pression of the voice. And as they talked 
there was that drawl that seemed to 
fairly breathe the earthy smell of the 
first violets of spring or the quiet rustling 
of pine trees taking up the song of the 
passing wind ag it hurried on its way to 
the mountains. 

Some of them were witnesses, some of 
them were alleged violators of the law 
and others were mere neighbors of the 
unfortunate. But there is that friendship 
between neighbors among those who live 
their lives on the mountains that binds 
in common interests with such ties as 
city folk may never know. All of this 
was so wonderfully and beautifully true 
even to the most casual spectator yes- 
terday. 

Of course those who were prisoners 
were alleged violators of that eleventh 
commandment which has been added by 
the United States government, and which 
says, “Thou shalt not make corn whisky 
without a license, thou nor thy neighbor 
nor the stranger which is within thy 
gates.” Perhaps those are not exactly 
the words used, but the meaning Is clear. 

All one needed to do was to sit quietly 
in the hal) and listen. And as he 
so it was to learn of the doing of quite 
another world, one shut in behind the 
great wal! of Sunset mountain with a 
straggling road leading out from the few 
little farms on the gide of the mountain, 
on through Hickory Gap and down to 
Chunn’s Cove on to the Uttle settlement 
making great pretenses of being a city 
of importance with nothing more than a 
county seat in the way of justification. 

But as that particular law about corn 
whisky was outside the pale of the county 
seat, it had meant the coming to Atlanta, 


did | 


and although they had come, they had 
not lived long enough in the metropolis 
to understand the ways of the city, so 
they kept to themselves and shared with 
each other lunches of a rather I!lmited 
variety as they waited to be called into 
the court room. 

And while the big men talked among 
themselves, again and again they referred 
to the one woman, who occupied one of 
the long benches in the hall. Whenever 
any one opened the court room door, his 
face was carefully scrutinized in the 
hopes of learning something. From the 
conversation, it seemed that the husband 
of this woman was in the court room 
and was being charged with the violation 
of the liquor law. It also seemed that 
this man was more than usually popular 
among his nelghbors on Sunset mountain, 
and many of the neighbors came, too. 
Not that all of these came on account of 
triendship. Most of them came because 
they had to. 

From the conversation of those in 
hall, it seemed that this particular raid 
on Sunset mountain had been far more 
successful than any previous attempts on 
the part of the United States officers, Ac- 
cording to this same conversation, this 
wag because Sunset mountain had grown 
careless of late and had not taken the 
old-time precautions, and the result was 
-that almost the entire population of Sun- 
set had been removed to Atlanta, and, 
more than this, the end was not yet. 
To the casual listener {t seemed - that 
these big men in the hal} were making 
irrangements to look after the little 
farms of those who were prisoners, pro- 
viding the decisions went against them 

Altogether ft seemed a very strong con- 
trast, the group fn the hall and the group 
In the court room. Inside sat those who 
by their very oaths of office were sworn 
to hook to the keeping of the law without 
sentiment except in the way of merey. 
Outside were several men who showed In 
every way that their lives had been spent 
in the open, and all of these seemed to 
be arranging for the future of those whe 
had been so unfortunate in the big raid 
on Sunset.

Rural Delivery Letter Box. 

| The rural letter delivery is one of the 
| sreatest boons that ever have been con- 
‘ferred on the farmer. No matter how 
jremote he may be from the business 
‘centers of the country, provided he is not 
located in.'the prairies or the mountain 
tops, it is more than possible that he 
may enjoy the advantages of the free 
rural delivery. All of the more im- 
portant roads of the more populous sec- 
tlons and many of the thoroughfares of 
the more thingly settled sections are trav- 
ersed by te agents of Uncle Sam éngaged 
in the distribution of mail matter, and 
this feature of the postal service places 
the farmer in direct connection with the 
cities and towns. He is in as close touch 
with the big stores of the more distant

from them, and he can receive ther

‘the purpose have all some characteristic

The one 
shown in the cut herewith has a@ very 
nove] feature In that it is (mpogsibie 
to lock ti.e box or to raise the Signa] un- 
less the box contains a package of some 
Jescription. This heads off the efforte 
‘of practical jokers who might be inelined 
‘to tamper with the box for the fun of 
'deceiving the proprietor thereof, besides 
of the nature of a- great con. 
venience to the parties who have occasion 
to use the box. This is brought about 
by the actions of a series of curved 
fingers adapted, when no mal! ig in the 
box, to pass through a slotted plate into 
a lower chamber and depress a trip-rod 
which prevents the locking of the box.

LAST POLICE ELECTION 
TO BE HELD THIS YEAR 


—— 


Age Limit Changed Provision Made 
For Old Policemen—Civil Serv- 
ice Not to Apply to Officers 
of Department—Boar? 

Holds Meeting. 


The board of police commissioners held 
an important meeting yesterday at 2 
o'clock, immediately after inspecting 
members of the force, and the policy for 
the government of the police depart- 
ment wae outlined. 

The board unanimously agreed to have 
civii service and to begin at once to 
put the system in operation. That means 
thiat the efection this month will be the 
last the police board will ever hold, The 
civil service rule will apply to the pa- 
trolmen, but not to the chief, the cap- 
tains and the sergeants. 

Another important step taken for the 
betterment of the department was chang- 
ing @*he age limit from 25 to 40 years of 
age to from 25 to 4 years. 

The board was also unanimous upon a 
resolution to place old members, who 
have served continuously for twenty 
years, on the retired list whenever they, 
in the opinion of the board, become in- 
capacitated for active duty. 

Afthough the civil service cannot be 
pul in operation until the city charter is 
amended by the legislature, yet the 
change will be so arranged as to apply 
to the men elected the last of this 
month. 

Want Few Changes. 

During the discussion two commission- 
ers declared themselves as opposed to 
making many changes in the force as it 
stands. They were Mr. Venable 
and Mr. Oldknow. 

Mayor Woodward did not like to see 
the election of a chief confined hereafter 
under the civil service rule to members 
of the force. His idea was that if a 
time ever came eahen a euitable man 
could not be found in the department 
for the board to go outside. 

The meeting of the board was one 
of the most important and interesting 
that has been held in many years. It 
showed that the new board is thorough- 
lv in earnest about giving the city a 
businesslike administration of police af-

The executive committee of the county 
school commissioners’ convention met at 
noon yesterday in the office of State 
School Commissioner W. B. Merritt. There 
were present R. D. Moore, of Jackson 
county; J. O. A. Miller, of Spalding; M. 
L. Duggan, of Hancock; M. L. Brittain, of 
Fulton, and Commissioner Merritt. 

It was the opinion of the members of 
this committee that June 20 would be too 
late for the convention. The idea of 
meeting at Tallulah Falls has not been 
entirely given up, but in view of the 
late date at which the hotel opens, a 
committee was appointed to jook into the 
matter of holding the convention this year 
in Macon. Correspondence will also be

In an opinion which he is preparing at 
the request of State Schoo] Commissioner 
W. B. Merritt, Attorney General John 
C. Hart will hold that the money re- 
a by any county in the state-as its 
share of the convict hire, In the absence 
of any recommendation by the grand jury 
on the subject, must go into the public 
school fund. 

When the legislature passed the new 
convict law it was provided that any 
county in the state might use its share 
of the convict hire, either for schools or 
for public road purposes, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the grand 
jury on the subject. “Under the former 
law this money al] went into the public 
schoo} fund, and could not be used for 
any other purpose. In some counties the 
grand juries have recommended that the 
convict money be used on the roads, and 
in others that it be used for public 
schools, while in still other counties there 
has been no recommendation on the subs 
ject, either one way or the other. 

In view of the fact that the former law 
required that this money should be used 
only for public schoo} purposes, and the 
new law simply permitted an alternative 
use if the grand jury should so recom- 
mend; Attorney General Hart will hold 
that where the grand jury fails to make a 
recommendation the money should be 
used for public schoo] purposes. 

This decision wil prove a very impor- 
tant one to a number of counties in the 
state ‘where the grand jury has taken no 
| action in the matter, and where, on this 
/aeccount, the county treasurer is holding 
‘up the money until it is Officially ascer- 
| tained, to what use it should be put. 


An Agricultural College. 

There will be a bill introduced at the 
| coming session of the legislature to pro- 
vide for the establishment of an agri- 
cultural college in connection with the 
state university at Athens. There is 
already an agricultural college at the 
university, but the idea will broaden the 
scope of this feature of the institution, 
and to provide for thorough and prac- 
tical instruction in agriculture accord. 
ing to the. latest and most approved 
methods. It is understood the measure 
wil] carry an appropriation of something 
like $100,000 for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and equipping this institution. 

Judge E. H. Callaway, of Augusta, one 
of the trustees of the state university, 
was at the capitol yesterday, and sald 
that this matter would. be taken up and 
pushed at the forthcoming session of the 
general assembly. The trustees think 
that some steps should be taken to pro- 
vide for more. complete and more prac- 
tical agricultura] training at the state 
university, such as will equip young 
yeorgians to make of themselves able 
and successful farmers. 

The trustees of the university were very 
much impressed with the agricultural 
college which is connected with the state 
university of Wisconsin which they vis-

taxes is required both upon stock in 
foreign corporations owned in Georgia, 
and upon stock in corporations located 
within the state. But the tax upon 
stock in corporations situated within the 
state, is collected by taxing the property 
of the corporation itself. The law does 
not contemplate, the comptroller general 
says, that a Georgia corporation shall 
pay taxes upon its property and also 
upon its stock, which is the representa- 
tive of that property. But where a cor- 
poration is located outside of the state 
Georgia cannot reach it for the purposes 
of taxation. Nevertheless stock in such 
a corporation is property as the courts 
have held, and as was recently decided 
by the supreme court of the United 
States, and such property when owned 
in Georgia is taxable within the state. 
Owners of stock in Georgia corporations 
reed have no fear, therefore, that they 
will be called upon to pay any tax other 
than that which is paid upon the physi- 
cal property and franchise of the corpo. 
ration which such stock represents.

There 
were seven cases disposed of. 

S. J, Buffington, of Hal) county, indict- 
ed for making illicit whisky, entered a 
plea, but was found guilty. He was sen- 
tenced to a term of .one month in the 
county jail and a fine. 

Dave Wilson, of Newton county, faced 
a jury on an indictment containing the 
same charge. The jury returned dg verdict 
cf not guilty. 

Truman Childers, of Dawson county, 
answered to a true bill alleging the unlaw- 
ful making of whisky, and was acquitted 
because the evidence was not enough to 
make out a case against him. 

D. C. Hawkins, alias Turner Hawkins, 
of Fannin county, was given his freedom 
by a jury, the members of which heanré 
the testimony by which the government, 
hoped to establish the validity of an in- 
dictment for fllicit distflling was written. 

Charley Pitman, of Hall county, con- 
fronted a true bl made up of many 
counts, the gist of which charged the 
making, handing and tM knowledge of 
ihe place where illicit whisky was made. 
Only one count was eftablished, and on 
that section of the true bill a verdict 
of guilty was handed fn. The sentence, 
however, was suspendea by Judge New- 
man. 

Ezekiel Martin, a resident of Hal) 
county, was arraigned on the charge of 
moonshining. ‘The jury was satisfied that 
the defendant had at least an inkling of 
the conditions prevailing around the foot 
hills of Hall, and a verdict of guilty came 
in.

Police Commissioners 
vestigate Newspaper 
Reporters, 


at 


Some of the police commissioners have 
taken up an Miea about the newspaper 
reporters getting too much news from 
the police force. They have assumed 
that detectives and patrolmen furnish 
the news and that they give out secrets 
which shoukl be kept under lock and key. 

They were told the truth of the situ- 
ation by a detective, who stated tliat 
the reporters-.got most of the news before 
the police did. Such a case occurred less 
than a month ago mhen a boy was shot 
and killed in the heart of the city at 


1! o’clock in the morning, and the first 
thing any member of the police depart- 
ment heard of it was when a Constitu- 
tion, reporter tol€d them ‘bout it that 
night. 

Some hints were thrown out about re- 
porters peeping clandestinely at official 
papers. What ig told in such papers is 
generally too old even for a country 
weekly. 

The matter came up for discussion yes- 
terday morning while the commissioners 
were inspecting their corps of eleuths 
in the dective departmen!. Commission- 
ers asked the detectives questions about 
news getting into the newspapers. One 
detective said the ‘believed on one or two 
occasions the publication of police news 
had interfered with the prosecutiog, of 
criminals, but he failed to state when, 
how or where, . 

Detective Simpson stated that the re- 
porters often got the news ‘before ahe 
police did, and this caused Commissioner 
Johnson to remark that he believed it 
would be a good idea to place the re- 
porters on the detective force. 

The idea of some of the commissioners 
is to prohibit all members of the force 
from giving news to :eporters exceft a 
designated officer. One trouble about 
this plan would be that there are many 
little stories which can be published. but 
'Wwhich are not of sufficient importance 
to form the basis of a report to an 
officer. 

Then, again, the detectives have to ap- 
poal nearly every day to 
to advertise for owners of stolen goods 
which have been recovered, for without 
an owner fo rthe stolen property q thiet 
cannot be convicted, . 

Time and again does it occur that the 
publication of crime aids the Officers in 
catching the criminals. Only two days 
ago it was a story in The Constitution 
which enabled the officers ‘to find a baby 
which had been spirited away by a 
woman and & man. 

No action was taken on the matter and 
there will probably not be unt! the com- 
missioners investigate how such things 
are managed jin up-to-date citles, Ifke 
New York, Philadelphia, Washington. in 
New York, for irstance, not only do the 
police give out the facts of crimes, but 
they place them on buwiletin boards so 
everybody can reid about them. 

The committee on rules may act on 
the matter and they will, probably, in- 
vite the police reporters in the rity to 
talk it over with them. There are ser- 
'enal questiois involved with which some 
/ of the commissioners may not probably 
| be famliiar.

OF BOLL WEEVIL 


Director of Georgia Station 
Gives Some Valuable Points, 


Cotton Growers North and East of 
Texas Urged To Prepare for the 
Worst—Early Maturity Is 
Necessary, Says Col.

Washington, March !6.—(Special.)—In- 
formation regarded wy officials as of 
great value to cotton growers is con- 
tained in an article prepared by Colonel 
R. J. Redding, director of the Georgia 
experiment station, which is to be pub- 
lished in a few days as a special! bulle- 
tin of the bureau of plant industry of 
the department of agriculture. 

This is to be known as Farmers’ Bulle- 
tin No. 217. In his introduction Colonel 
Redding says: 

“In Farmers’ issued 


Bulletin No. 189, 


(in 1904, it was stated that ‘the work of | 
|the bureau of entomology for severat | 


years has demonstrated that there is 
not even a remote probability that the 
boll weevil will ever be exterminated,’ 
and that ‘the steady extension of thé 
territory affected by the weevil from 
year to year, until the northern bound- 
ary is far north of the center of cotton 
production in the United States, has 


/convinced al] observers that it will event- 


ually be distributed all over the cotton 
Belt. In ten years it has gradually ad- 
vanced a distance of about 500 miles 
and will undoubtedly invade new terri- 
tory at about the same rate. It is not 
at all likely that legal restriction of any 
kind would prevent or materially hinder 
this spread.’ 


Not a Local Problem. 

"These conclusions,” Colonel Redding 
continues, ‘‘must be accepted as of the 
highest authority, since they have been 
reached by qualified scientific investiga- 
tors after careful) laboratory, and field 
experiments, conducted for several years 
and on a large scale and in the older 
weevil-infeste@ region of Texas. The 
matter is, therefore, not a local problem 
confined to Texas and nearby states, but 
affects the entire cotton-growing region. 

“At the indicated rate of migration it 
is very probable that within.ten or fifteen 
years every portion of the cotton-pro- 
ducing region will have been invaded. It 
is well, therefore, for@he cotton growers 
northward and eastward of Texas to 
prepare for the worst by learning the 
methods that have been found effective 
in minifying the ravages of the weevil, 
and such other remedies ‘or palliatives 
as may be developed meanwhile, and be 
prepared to apply them whenever it shall 
become necessary. In view of the im- 
mense importance and value of the cot- 
ton crop, the siibject has indeed become 
of national importance. 


Early Maturity Necesgary. 

“The bulletin mentioned, however, gives 
assurance that although the very large 
yields of cotton of former times may no 
longer be possible, it is nevertheless en- 
tirely feasible to produce cotton at a mar- 
gin of profit that will compare favorably 
with that Involved in the production of 
most of the staple crops of the United 
States by following what have become 
generally known as cultural methods. 

“Among the most important of these 
methods are those directed toward se- 
curing an early development of the cot- 
ton plant and an early maturity of the 
largest possible proportion of the crop, 
and the object of this bulletin is to dis- 
cuss the practical details which have heen 
found necessary and effective in promot- 
ing early maturity. 

“The writer may be pardoned for stat- 
ing that most of what appears in the 
bulletin is directly based on long personal 
experience as a practical cotton planter, 
and the superadded results, of fifteen 
consecutive years of fleld experimentation 
at the Georgia experiment station. It 


was partly the purpose of many of these’ 


fleld experiments to discover the condi- 
tions of fertilizing and culture that were 
effective in promoting early maturity for 


the crop and the particular varieties best 


|suited for securing such early maturity.

Washington, March 1!6.—In order to 
allay any misapprehension relative to the 
policy of the administration with respect 
to the futfire of the Philippines, Secretary 
Taft today made public the text of a 
Blair, 
of New York, bearing directly on that 
subject. The secretary states véry plain- 
ly that the policy of the administration 
is the definite retention of the Philip- 
pines “for thie purpose of developing the 
prosperity and self-governing capacity 
Philippine people.’’ What shal) 


can safely be 


secretary believes to be a question which 
doubtless will have to be settled by an- 
other generation than the present. The 
secretary’s letter follows: 

“March 16, 1905.—My Dear Sir: I have 
your letter of March 7, in which you 
say thata commonly feported interprefa- 
tion of my remarks before the house 
committee on ways and means is that it 
is the purpose of the administration to 
give independence to the Filipinos within 
the next four years, and that this pro- 
duces great timidity about investments 
in the Philippines, growing, in great 
part, out of the undercurrent of doubt 
as to what the future of these islands is 
to be. In reply I beg to say that I can- 
not prevent misconstruction of my re- 
marks, except by repeating to you what 
I actually think in regard to the matter. 
The policy of the administration is the 
indefinite retention of the Philippine 
islands, for the purpose of developing 
the prosperity and self-governing ca- 
pacity of the-Filipino people. The policy 
rests on the conviction that the people 
are not now capable of self-government 
and will not be for a long period of time, 
certainly not for a generation, and prob- 
ably not for a longer time than that, 
and that until they are ready for self- 
government it would be a violation of 
trust for the United States to abandon 
the islands, The question as to the fu- 
ture, however, is one wholly of conjec- 
ture. The important fact is the present 
policy which {s that of the indefinite 
retention of the islands. What shall be 
done in the futlre, when the people have 
reached a condition where they can be 
safely trusted with their own govern- 
ment, is a question which will doubtless 
have to be settled by another generation 
than the present of both tlie American and 
the Philippine people, to whose wisdom 
and generosity we may safely trust the 
solution of. the problem. Should _ the 
Philippine people, who are fit for self- 
government, demand independence I

Raising Food Supply Crops. 

Mr. Jordan says: 

_ “Diversification is the keynote to suc- 
cessful agriculture. This not only applies 
to farming in the south, but to all sec 
tions of the world where agriculture 15 
carried on. It is one.of the laws of na- 
ture, as well as ari ecomomic law, that 
land cannot be maintained to a high 
state of fertility from any system of 
culture that does not embrace within the 
methods adopted a plan of diversification. 
This is especially true in the case of 
our southern lands, which have been 
largely depleted of their natural fertility 
by long course of planting and cultivat- 
ing a single crop. Cotton has for many 
years been the dominating crop of the 
south, because of its money value, and 
the ease with which it can be sold 
in every local market throughout the 
world. At the vresent time it is par- 
ticularly important that our people turn 
their attention to ‘tthe production of 
more food supply crops and curtail] the 
extended production of cotton. At the 
present price of cotton it ceases to be 
a profitable industry where the growers 
of the staple have to depend s0 largely 
upon the purchase of supplies to main- 
tain the operations of the farm. Unless 
the acreage in cotton is largely curtail- 
ed. and the production of food supplies is 
largely increased, the future does not pre- 
sent a very bright picture of the cotton 
growers of the south. Within the next 
thirty or ninety days the determination 
of the southern farmers to inteligently 
solve the problem which confronts them 
at this tinie will be demonstrated to the 
world. Whether their action will carry 
with it a tendency toward protection and 
self-preservation in the heavy curtailment 
of cotton acreage and an increased acre- 
age in food supply crops, is a question 
which the whole world is now waiting 
for. From the information which 15 
daily coming in, shown through the col- 
umns of the public: press, the action of 
county and parish meetings and hundreds 
of letters from individual farmers, it 
can be safely predicted at the present 
time that the southern farmers, for once 
at least, will demonstrate their ability to 
put into practical operation what they 
know to be for their best interest. 

“The reduction in the use of commercial 
fertilizers in the old states has already 
become an accomplished fact. Fertilizer 
factories are preparing, in many in- 
stances, to shut down their plants, and 
the demand for guano at interior points 
by farmers is less than has ever been 
the case sinca the manufacture of com- 
mercial fertilizers has become one of the 
leading industries of the south, 


Will Hola Cotton. 


“Another matter which has already as- 
sisted the cotton producing industry of 
two continents is the :uct that the spot 
holders of cotton have so far lived up to 
the pledges which they made three 
months ago not to throw their cotton 
upon a depressed, speculative market and 
sacrifice it merely to gratify the wishes 
The 
result of the holding movement _ since 
January 26, up to the present time, has 
already added $25,000,000 to the amount 
of cotton left in the south unsold up to 
that time. The mere fact that the cot- 
ton is being held and not thrown upon 
the market with reckless disregard, has 
added more than $6 per bale to the 
prices which were offered only thirty 
Gays ago. This has been a net gain of 
fully $5.50 per bale to every man or 
firm who has refused to sell cotton, even 
though such cotton was stored in ware 
houses and mopey borrowed on the 
same. 

“The wisdom-and sound business judg- 
ment displayed in the present heding 
movement has exemplified the fact be- 
yond all question of doubt that unless 
our cotton is dumped upon the markets 
of the country, that its price can be 
maintained at a value which will show a 
profit to the producer. Notwithstanding 
the fact that 9,000,000 bales of the crop 
of 1904 have been sold, and the mills 
generally supplied themselves for many 
months, we find today an enormous and 
ever-increasing demand for spot cotton. 
And even in the face of a large surplus, 
the price of the staple is slowly but 
surely advancing each day. The pres- 
ent holding policy, if persisted in until 
after the reduction in acreage and use 
of commercta] fertilizer has become an 
established fact, there can be no ques- 
tion that the price of the staple will be 
increased at least 2 cents per pound 
greater than prices being offered today. 
Not only will the reduction in acreage 
be an important feature, but the retir- 
ing of the entire surplus will only leave 
an amount of cotton to meet the actual 
need of the mills for spinning purposes 
between the present time and next Sep- 
tember, and, as there is at this time the 
greatest demand for cotton goods that 
has ever been known in the history of 
the world, the spot holders of cotton

TO FORTIFY THE FRONTIER. 


However, Italians Deny Any Purpose 
To Attack Austria. 

Rome, March 16.—In view of the in- 
ternational situation, which has prevailed 
since Italy entered the triple alliance 
in 1882, she has entirely neglected her 
fortifications on the eastern frontier, cen- 
tering all her efforts on fortifying the 
western frontier, as Italy’s relations with 
France were then so strained that under 
Premier Crispi a conflict seemed immi- 
nent, 

Since 1889, however, the most friendly 
relations have been reestablished with 
France and the opinion now prevails here 
that all the Italian frontiers should be 
equally protected, not for aggressive pur- 
poses, ‘but so that Italy may be ready for 
all possible ocourtfences. 

Consequently the proper authorities 
have been studying the best method of 
ensuring tihe safety of the peninsula along 
the eastern Alps, which are strategically 
Italy’s weakest point, as Austrian terri- 
tory so projects into Italy as to enable 
a hostile army to be in the heart of 
Lombardi or Venetia after a few days’ 
march, 

Therefore, a bill will be presented to 
pariiament making the necessary isppro- 
priation for the fortification of the Ital- 
ian frontier in the direction of the east- 
Alps, but any uneasiness on the 
subject of Austria is not justified, Italy’s 
object being merely Gefensive.

SpectacleArrives at Old Show 
Grounds Next Mon- 
day.

New York, March !6.—The reactionary 
i tendency in the stock market, which de- 
| veloped with the flurry in the call money 
'market late yesterday was continued to- 
day. The selling seemed due to the same 
cause, as there was no apparent change 
in conditions otherwise nor in the chare 
acter of the reports in circulation which 
have been the main influence on the 
speculation for some time, Great confi- 
dence was professed on the part of 
speculative element before fhe buying 
began, that the upward course of prices 
would be resumed with full force, and 
the ‘“‘tip’’ was circulated extensively that 
the long heralded Vanderbilt deal would 
certainly be announced during the day, 
| the alleged increase of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio dividend being included in the 
plan. The market made the ready fre- 
sponse to which the interested observers 
have grown quite accustomed, opening 
advances running from a large fraction 
to nearly 2 points in many of the promi- 
nent stocks. The first prices, however, 
were the highest almost without excep- 
tion, and the rapidity with which they 
look the downward course suggested 
quite forcibly that efforts had been made 
to make the opening high to afford a 
basis for selling to take profits at 
greater advantage. With the reactionary 
tendency of the market established, the 
professional operating element attacked 
prices with great vigor. The trading ele- 
ment generally has been very distrustful 
of the market for some time, and has 
constantly tested it by making short 
sales in the effort to start a reaction. 
These efforts up to this Time has as often 
proved unavailing, so that the profes- 
sional bears had become decidedly dis- 
trustful. This spirit was still manifest 
by the movement today in the prompt- 
ness with which they bought to cover 
their short contracts from time to tine. 
The consequence was a series of recover- 
ies throughout the day. The belief was 
still professed that the flurry in call 
loans was due to the recall of govern- 
ment deposits, and was merely tem- 
porary. Preparation for the Standard 
Oil dividend is also assigned as the oc- 
easion for the shifting of loans. The 
‘money rate was firmer, however, no 
loans being made below 3 per cent and 
the rate rising again to a higher figure 
late in the day. It was suggested that 
the recent receipts of currency from the 
interior have been due to remittances by 
interior banks in preparation for drafts 


on their New York correspondents for 
the repayments of govenment deposits, 
and that the lack of this off-setting 
movement to New York is likely to em- 
phasize the movement of currency to- 
ward the interior for the future.
